Applicant argues that Sullivan et al. does not teach flat regions because Sullivan 
discloses the outer surface of the golf ball being spherical. The examiner disagrees. If 
not mistake a golf ball is suppose to be spherical such as the golf ball in which the 
applicant's dimple pattern is shown to be on. "Spherical" does not imply that the golf 
ball must be shaped exactly circular. Below is Figure 3A of Sullivan et al.

THe examiner has drawn a line tangent to the side surface of one of the dimples. As 
shown by the above drawing, the line is parallel to the surface of the outer portions of 
the dimples. This can only indicate that the surface had to be milled in such a fashion 
that it is flat before placing the addition dimples within it. This is evidence enough that 
the dimples comprise flat regions. And for this reason, the examiner believes the 
rejection to be proper.
